INTERESTING TRAITS OF CHARACTER. 
Some time since, we inserted an extract from 
an interesting memoir, lately drawn up by Mr. 
Schoolcraft, on the Fossil Tree, found in the 
river Des Plaines, visited by Governor Cass 
and his party during last summer. Mr. School- 
craft forwarded a copy of his memoir to each 
of the Ex-Presidents of the United States, and 
received in return the following notes, which 
we are permitted to publish: 
© Montizello, 27th January, 1822. 
r: I thank you for your memoir on the 
Fossil Tree, which is very well written, and | 
the conjectures on the process of nvture in pro- 
ducing it, are plausibie and probable. It is the | 
most remarkable exemplification of petri‘ac- | 
tion that | have ever met with, though | have 
seen many that I thought curious. I once iay 
a week windbound in Portland Road, in Eng- 
land, and went often ashore and ascended the | 
mountain, trom whence they get all the Port- j 
land stene, which are so much employed in 
building. Ina morning waik with some of the 
American passengers from the Lucretia, Capt. 
Callehan, we passed by a handsome house at 
the foot ofthe hill, with a handsome front yard 
before it. Upon the top of one of the posts of 
this yard, lay a fish, coiled up in aspiral tizure, 
which caught my eye. I stopt and gazed at it 
with some curicsity—presently a person in the 
habit and appearance of a substantial well- 
bred English gentleman, appeared at his door, 
and addressed me: “ Sirs] perceive your at- 
tention is fixed upon my fish. ‘That is a con- 
ger ecl, a species that abounds in these seas. 
We see them repeatedly at the depth of 12. 
feet water lying exact!y in that posture. That | 
stone as it now appears, was dug from the | 
bowels of this mountain, at the depth of 12 
feet below the surface, in the midst of the 
rocks. Now, sir,” said he, “ at the time of 
the deluge, these neigubormg seas were 
thrown up into that mountiia, aud this fish ty- 
ing at the bottom, was thrown up with the 
rest, and then petrified in the very posture in 
which it lay.” IT was charmed with the eio- 
quence of this philosopher, as well es wit) his | 
civility, and said, that | could not account tor ;

A CASE OF HEA RT-RENDING DISTRESS. 

Manston-Hovse. On Monday an investiga- 
tion took place before the Lerd Mayor, which 
caused a great sensation amongst the numbers 
of persons who were present in the justice 
room upon business or from curiosity. 

Aman of decent appearance, named Geo. 
Poole, was charged by a poulterer, who re- 
sides in little Bell alley, with having, on the 
preceding Saturday evening, stolen two fowls, 
which lay rather exposed in the front 
shop. ser 
the unfortunate man looking about in agitation, 
and suspected that his obyect was to snatch at 
something. The suspicion was correct. The 
prisoner seized the two fowls and walked away. 
The officer followed and secured him. No at- 
tempt was made at escape, nor did the prison- 
er attempt to deny the charge. On the con- 
trary, he stood calmly and acknowledged he 
had taken weat he was not entitled to; but he 
said he had a wite and three children, at no 
great distance, starving ; and his wife was wait- 
ing at home in the vain hope that he would 
take to her as much money as would give them

It is the exclusive and one-sided policy which 
has been practised under this organization, that 
is a subject of complaint. ‘The mechanics and 
and middling-interest men have never been 
permitted to have a voice in the nomination of 
the ward committees ; and if now and then a 
solitary one has been smuggled inte the com- 
mittee, he had no more influence in filling up 
the “ twenty or thirty blank notifications,” 
than the most unworthy implement of his pro- 
fession. ‘These ward committees are usually 
nominated by some impudent brazen-lung’d 
toad-eater, who is sent to the ward meeting 
for that purpose. The moderator of a caucus 
has convenient ears ; he never hears the name 
of an independent man; but he can hear 
whispers from the well known, tried and faith- 
fal servanis of the aristocracy, or he can, upon 
an emergency, take nods and winks for a nomi- 
nation. The ward committee thus selected, 
fill up the blank notifications at their discretion 
—which words were properly put in Italics by 
the writer of the above paragraph, as meaning 
something different from their simple and most 
obvious definition. ‘The meaning is that the 
notifications shall be sent to such, and such 
only, as will follow the file-leader—-say aye and 
no as he says, and never take upon themselves 
the trouble of thinking. : 

It is this kind of management which has 
produced a division in the ranks of federalism, 
and sown the seeds of a new party, which, like 
the fabled teeth of the giant, will soon spring 
up and become an army that will overpower 
its predecessor. This party is the middling 
interest, and comprises the men who are so 
fur below a state of overgrown wealth, as not 
to be able live without labour, and so far above 
mendicity as to be teo proud cr too honest, to 
live by trinming, or fawning. It has been 
said that there is no such thing asa middling in- 
terest-—that the rich have no interest separate 
from that of the labouring and poorer classes.

An article dated Pisa, Dec. 31, says, “ In the 
Romagna, several more persons, but of less 
imwortance, have been arrested as Carbonari. 
Among those banished is Count Gambi, from 
Ravenna. The Court has come to Pisa with 
his danghter, Signora Giuccioli, and the cele- 
brated Poet, Lord Byron, the friend of the lat- 
ter, immediately followed her. Even after the 
separation of Signora Giuccioli from her hus- 
band, he had lived in the house of the latter 
paid 1500 for his lodging and spent perhaps 
50,000 scudi annually, especially in charity. In 
public he appeared so seldom, that English- 
men often paid a louis d’or to see him secretly 
through the latticed windows of the neighbour- 
ing house.

CONGRESS. 

If our readers are as tired of the debates in 
Congress as we are, they will not complain of 
the small space allotted to the detail. To read 
the journals and prepare an abstract for publi- 
cation, is the most dreaded task which our ed- 
iterial profession has catled us to encounter. 
Wher this body is to have a recess appears to 
be yet undecided, and its session may possibly 
be noted by some future historian as a parallel 
to the famous long parliament. Petitions of indi- 
viduals, for relief, trading with the Indians, 
Land titles, Indian agents, &c. appear to be the 
principle topics of legislation.

REMARKS OF MR. KIRKLAND, OF N.Y. 


In introducing his resolution respecting defalcations 
of public agents, which passed the House of Represen- 
tatives on Wednesday, April 3. 

Mir. Kirkland observed, that as the resolution con- 
templated introducing a provision into our Jaws of an j 
unusual character, it might not be deemed improper 
for him to assign, briefly, a few of the reasons which 
have indvced him to present it. 1 find, said Mr. K. 
from an examination of our statute book, that there is 
ne provision for the punishment of public defaulters, 
and that they are not subject to any penalty for the 
misapplication and embezzlemeut of the public mou- 
cys entrusted to their care; that they are responsible 
only in w pecuniary point of view; ‘that there is no 
remedy but a civil suit, pursued in the usual course 
between debtor and creditor, for the recovery of the 
money which bas been misapplied by the officer; 
that there is no punishment, no penalty, but such 
as exist between debtor and creditor in the ordin- 
ary course of business in society, It is true, said Mr. 
K. that ii: some cases, security is required of the 
officer, for the faithfal performance of his duties, but 
in most cases, perhaps nine out of ten, where the prin- 
cipal is insolvent, the security will be found unabie to 
respend to the public; and if it should sometimes for- 
tunately happen, that the security is insolvent, what 
foliows? A petition from the bail and his friends, set- 
ting forth, in strong language, the utter ruin of himsclf 
and tamily, if he is compelled to pay the money, and 
making a forcible, and frequently a successful appeal 
io the sympathies of the House for relief. The conse- 
quence is, that after great expenses incurred im the 
prosecution of both principal and security, we dis- 
charge the one, and cancel the bond of the other. It 
is not believed that there is enough collected from pub- 
lic defaulters te pay the aggregate of the expense in- 
curred by the different prosecutions against the offi- 
cers who have embezzled the public money. It may 
be said, Mr. K. remarked, that you have the integrity 
of the officer, but this is found, in too many instances, 
a poor security indeed. The documents upon your 
table shew most abnndantly, that lite, very little, 
trust is to be placed in the integrity of many cf your 
officers, who are intrusted with the public money. 
Here you find defaulters for thousands and tens of 
thousands, amounting in the aggregate to millions. 
These documents, and the daily information we have, 
in relation to the loss of our public money, furnish ja- 
mentable proof of the entire want of moral principles 
in many of the public officers, and a most shameful dis- 
regard of their public trust. Your public defculters 
are to be found, not only ia the wemy and navy, but in 
the civil department ; your collectors of the revenue, 
marshals, district attoinies, clerks of district and cir- 
cuit courts, receivers of public moneys for the sale of 
lands, Indian agents, and those employed to py the 
pensions given to revolutionary soldiers. We have 
now upon our tables, evidence cf one pension agent, 
who has misapplied, (if the report of your officer be 
true,) $10,000 of moneys placed in his hands to pay 
the veteran soldiers of the revolution—an act that 
should brand him with perpetual infamy. The pres- 
ent laws are wholly inadequate to secure the ‘I'rea- 
sury from loss by the misconduct of the public officers. 
There is no provision adequate to effect this object ; 
and while we are, upon one hand, busily engaged in 
devising ways and means to fill our Treasury, and 
while some of our most able, distinguished, and indus- 
trious members are engaged unremittingly upon the

DIGNIFIED LEGISLATION. 


The House of Representatives of the U. 
States, having exhausted themselves on the 
Bankrupt bill, and exhausted also the patience 
of the nation, are relaxing their wearied intel- 
-lect by very facetious innovations on the rules 
of the house. It bas been in parliamentary bo- 
dies the practice toreport and adopt the rules of 
debate at the threshold of the session, but this 
is a new country and fruitful of novelties. 

We notice among the grave propositions 
submitted to the house, the following, which if 
they be pot as important as the recognition of 
South American independence—why, how can 

we help that—we must take things as we find 
them. | 

Mr. Mercer, submitted a resolution * that no 
member shall read a newspaper tn his seat, during 
the session of the House.” Indeed ! sensitive gen- 
tleman ! we thought it was only the Albiness 

whose eyes could not bear the light. Mr. Mer- 
cer proposed also “ that no member should 
read or write a private letter in bis seat, during 
the session.” What an aversion to letters ! 

Mr. Wricnt, meved “ that no member shall 

be permitted te smoke a segar in the hall, nor 
in the outer lobby ofthe hall.” This was neg- 
atived without a division, it being the staading 
rule of the house * ex fumo dare lucem” te 
make a great smoke out cf precious litile fire. 
Mr. Mercer moved “ that no member remain 
coveredin the hali, without leave of the speak- 
er.” If to lighten their heads was to enlighten 
them; this would be a good device. 

Mr.Cocse, moved “ that no member be allowed 
to speak more than one hour, at any one time, 
without special leave of the house.” We think 
the wisdom of Mr. Cocke’s proposition entitles 
him fairly to crow over his associates ; but, it 
was lost of eourse—‘ touch my speech, sir, and 
you touch my bonour.’ 

Mr. Ross, moved “ that no member be al- 
icwed to read a speech of more than one hour 
without special Jeave.” How cruel in Mr. 
Ross, for he knows very well that if they dc 
not read their own speeches, they wiil never 
be read at all. 

Mr. Mercer submitted an amendment, * that 
after three days successive debate in the com- 
mittee of the whole, a motion to rise and to re- 
port progress, should not be in order betcre 7 
o'clock, P. M. unless the question submitted 
had been decided.” (We perceive Mr. Mercer, 
at least, reads the newspapers.) His moiion ef 
course was out of order; long speeches being 
as indispensible as Waterloo coats were in 
Charleston some time ago—and we may add, 
about us obnoxious. 

Mr. Burzex wished that the speeches could 
be curtailed. Amens says the nation

in each week only, be in any wise appropriated 
to receive petitions.

In Piitston, about nine miles below Hal- 
lowell, on the eastern bank of the Kennebec 
river, a party of about fourteen men are now 
engaged in degg’ng for money.

Exisration to Nontn Amraica. From off- 
cial returns ordered to be printed by the House 
ef Commons, we learn that the whole number 
of passengers which embarked from Iretand for 
the United States from the year 1812 to the 
year 1821, both years inclusive, was 50,055. 
From the same authority we learn that in 
the same period, the number of passengers 
which embarked from England for the Unites 
States was thirty three thousand six hundrec 
and eight. 

The same authority informs us that during 
the saine period of time, the number of passen- 
gers which embarked trom Scot!and tor the 
United States was four thousand seven hundred 
and twenty-seven. ‘Thus the whole number 
of passengers which embarked in the United 
Kingdom in the same period mentioned was 
sixty-eight thousand nine hundred and eighty- 
eight. 

From the same ofiicial papers we Jearn that 
in the same period there embarked from the 
British Dominions in North America for Ire- 
land 47,223; from England, 25,783 ; and from 
Scotland, 19,971, making a total of 90,972 per- 
sons that embarked from the United Kingdom 
for the British Dominions in America. ‘Thus 
tiie whole number of migrants from the Unit- 
ed Kingdem for North America, trom the year 
1812 to the year 1821, both years included, was 
one hendred and filty-nine thousand nine hun- 
dred and sixty. Dem. Press.

A wew Daxcixe Step. It appears, by the 
late English papers, that since the introduction 
of the new fashion corn mills in that country, 
the most salutary effects have been produced 
in lessening crimes.—These machiues are 
erected on the premises of the houses of cor- 
rection, and are so constructed, that rogues are 
compelled to grind their own mea!, by a process 
that keeps them in constant labour, in a step- 
ping or dancing attitude. The machinery, itis 
stated, is so arranged, that during certain revo- 
lutions, it inflicts a blow upon the culprit if he 
stops for a moment-=thus leaving him but two 
alternatives, either to continue the dance or re- 
ceive the knocks.

Wesrevan Missioxs. The Annual Meeting 
of the Qneen-street Branch Missionary Society, 
was held in the Great Quees-street Chapel on 
Monday evening, Joseph Butterworth, Esq. M. 
P.in the chair. By the report made at the 
meeting of Missions, conducted by the parent 
Society, it appeared that the Society have ex- 
tensive Missicns in the West Indies among the 
Negrocs, in Ceylon and Continental India, in 
West and South Africa, New South Wales, Van 
Dieman’s Land, and other parts of the world. 
t was stated that the Society employs in this 
work one hundred and fifty Missionaries, inde- 
pendent of Catechists and other subordinate 
agents; and that the number of persons con- 
nected with them ia religious societies on the 
above Missions, is upwards of 28,000, who, for 
the most part, have been converted from Pa- 
ganism. ‘The number of children taught the 
principles of Christianity and useful knowledge 
inthe schools connected with those Missions, 
superiutended by the Missionaries, was stated 
to be in the Island of Ceylon, 5,000; in the 
West Indies, 4,227; and in the Island of New- 
foundland, 987, ‘The contributions to the pa- 
rent Society were last year upwards of 26,0001, 
being upwards of 5,0001 more than had been 
raised for these benevolent parposes in any 
former year; but still leaving the general trea- 
sury considerably in advance, owing to the ex- 
tent of the Society’s operations.
